In the summer of 1906 there appeared a paper 
on light getieration by: means of ‘an electric 
discharge in mercury vapour utder high pressure. 

The particular feature of this new high- 


pressure mercury-vapour 


lamp was that it 


produced light with a luminous efficiency of 
Sie 50 lumens per watt, whereas the gas 
discharged of low pressure and the incandescent 
lamps known hitherto, did not go beyond a few 


lumens per watt. 


The emission of the high- 
pressure = mereury-vapour lamp 
contains a high proportion of 
ultra-violet rudiption; at first 
the lamps were therefore chlefy 
used for medical purposes, os 
“sun-ray" lamps, 

The position, remained un- 
changed for the frst 26 years; 
hardly any modificatton was 
made to the shape of the lump 
either, In the following 25 
years, however, nan intensive 
development took place which 
has led toa great variety of 
lamp lypes, 

This devclopment — started 
with the introduction of the 
oxide cathode and the addition 
of rare gag to the mercury 
vapour, = Ignition of the lamp 
wan thus made simpler and it 
could even be made to fgnite 
from the ordinary lighting 
maing of 220 volts, so that it

After Philips had succeeded’ 
in melting tungsten — wires 
vacuum-tight in silica by means 
of an ‘Intermediate glass” a 
small high-pressure — mercury- 
vapour lamp wag constructed, in 
which the discharge took place 
in o small silica tube of 
capitary form.

Lamps of this kind = which 
among other purposes, arc used 
in cinema projectors, have ao 
ve great brightness, = Ex- 
perimentally, it is even possible 
to make lumps with a bright- 
ness greater than that of the 
sun. For general lighting pur- 
posts, for which. water cooling 
would bo fur foo complicated, 
the Interior of an outer bulb of 
the same shape as that of an, 
ordinary incandescent lamp, 
was fitted with a discharge tube, 
Inside which, when the Tomp Js 
burning, the mercury-vapolr

In order to utilize also the 
ultra-violet radiation emitted by 
the discharge tube, the inner 
wall of the outer bulb Is covered 
with a thin Inyer of fluorescent 
powder which converts the 
ultra-violet radfation into 
visible Ught.
